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A new edition of the Catalogue, almost entirely re-written, and illustrated with 45 
facsimiles of the signatures of painters whose works are in the Gallery, was issued 
With the sanction of Her Majesty’s Stationery Office, and at very urgent request 
the price was reduced from eight pence to six pence.
